Dallas Population Is Set At 450,000 
With Waco Climbing Up To 83,797 


By the Associated Press 


C. W. Russell, District Census 
Director, says he expects the 1950 
count to show Dallas has a popula- 
tion of just under 450,000 persons. 
That's only an estimate, but Rus- 
sell said figuring the population of 
Dallas is Just a fraction from com- 
plete. 


His estimate of 450,000 doesn't 
Include the park cities—Univer- 
sities and Highland—or Cockrell 
Hill or Frultdale. Though 
they 
are completely surrounded, these 
communities are separate muni- 
cipalities. 
Russell's estimate of Dallas' pop- 
ulation was one of several census 
reports Wednesday and today. 


The report for 
Nolan 
county 


shows it increased 2,488 persons: 
From 17,309 to 19,797. Fisher coun- 
ty was 10,985, down 1,938 from 12,- 
293 in 1940; Comanche county was 
15,458, a decrease of 3,787 
from 


19,245. The City of Comanche gain- 
ed 623 to 3,832; Rotan Increased 1- 
130 to 3,159; Roby was up 136 to 
1,040. 
Figures for Throckmorton coun- 


ty show it has lost about 15 per 
cent of its population in the past 
decade and Hardeman county about 
eight per cent. 


Waco's population jumped to 83,- 
797, a hike of 27,815. 
These and the population of 
Tomball, Harris county, 1,032 to- 
day, 668 In 1940, are only preli- 
minary census figures. 
Russell 
figures that if Dallas' 
census hits 450,000 it will be a 64 
per cent increase. 
In 
1940 the 
North Texas City had 294,734. 


He estimates Cockrell Hill has a 


90 per cent increase over 
1940's 


population of 1,246, or about 2,367 
For Fruitdale, about 60 per 
cent 


Increase over the old figure of 515. 
or about 824. 


Russell said he couldn't estimate 
yet the population of Dallas coun- 
ty, but he gave these estimates for 
county towns, all subject to minor 
revision:

Domestic oil producers feel, he 
said, "that excessive Imports of 
petroleum and Its products In the 
United States is the most detri- 
mental factor now affecting tho 
domestic oil industry and accor- 
dingly labor In our industries and 
other Industries." 
Fell said his association favored 
any one of three proposals

before congress. These would (1) 
establish oil Import quotas, (2) in- 
crease 
import excise duties, and 


(3) provide a quantity balance be- 
tween exports and imports. 


For himself, Fell said he pre- 
ferred the excise 
tax.

MEXICO CITY, June 1—Wi- 
t's 
a. dark night on the 
Rio 
Grande. A man comes out of the 
•rush on the Mexican shore. 
He 


>eers furtively through the dark- 
ess up and down the river. 
Satisfied, 
he creeps down 
the 
ank. A dozen men, their 
left 
vrists tied to a long cord, follow 
him in line. He wades into the wa- 
ter, sounding with a long s'tick. 
One of the men splashes and 
the 
leader shushes him. 
They wade 
quietly to the far bank The leader 
stays behind as the other men cut 
themselves loose and climb up the 
bank, disappearing into the brush 
on the U. S. side. 
Another consignment of smug- 
gled Mexican farm workers 
has 
arrived in the U. S. 


Works Along Shore 
The leader is an "enganchador" 
a "hooker"), so called because he 
pulls men out of the water. 
For 
two or three days he has been 
quietls' talking to Mexicans camp- 
ed along the shore. They want to 
go to the U. S. to work. Even at 
25 cents an hour, they will make 
more in an hour than they could 
make in half a day at home. They 
do not think about the higher cost 
of food and cigarettes In the U. S. 
The hooker finally completes the 
number he is willing to 
smuggle 
across the river. They pay In ad- 
vance—how much depends on how 
much they have. The average 
is 
probably around 10 or 15 pesos — 
$1.00 or J1.65—a man. Then they 
start their crossings. 
There is small penalty for fail- 
ure. If the U S. authorities catch 
them, 
the 
Illegal migrants 
are 


merely sent back to Mexico. 
If 
Mexicans catch them, there Is a fine 
of up to 10,000 pesor ($1,158) 
and 
two to five years in jail. But Ped- 
ro Garcia, chief of the 
Reynosa 
Border 
Patrol,- says he has only 
two men to patrol a hundred miles. 
There are other types of 'man 
smugglers." 
Sometimes boatmen 
will take the Mexicans across In 
small skiffs or on rafts. These are 
called "pate'ros"—"duckmen". On 
the western frontier, up 
against 


California and Arizona, the smug- 
glers are men who know the hab- 
its of the Border Patrol and have 
a 
good chance of getting 
their 
wards across the fence. Or they 
may be merely guides, who take 
the would-be immigrant to a point 
where there is no fence. 


Two Migrant Types 
The 
migrant—called 
a "wet- 
back" along the river or a "wire- 
jumper" in the west—Is In danger 
from the time he leaves Mexico. 
He ' may step into a hole in 
the 
ford, or the current may 
wash 
him downstream. If he crosses In 
a boat, it may overturn. So many 
bodies of, aliens have been 
taken 
from the river that a U, S. sher- 
iff In the lower valley complained 
that 
the 
free cemetery In 
his 
town was full of unidentified Mex- 
icans. 


Mexicans say that even If 
the 
migrant gets across the river safe- 
ly, and finds a job with a U. S. 
farmer, 
he is still not well off. 


The authorities hero say the illegal 
migrant Is often paid .less than the 
prevailing wage and that his food 
and 
sleeping quarters are sub- 
standard. If he complains, ho is 
threatened with being turned over 


f t o U S. officers. 


Even assuming he gets a job, 
saves his money, and can 
leave 
when he wants to, he is not in the 
clear. Ho can turn himself over to 
the U. S. authorities and be sent 
back to Mexico in 
safety. 
But 
probably he doesn't know 
that: 
He's 
in a strange land, with a 
strange language. 
So he 
another hooker to take him 
across the river. 
There have been many 
where returning workers were kill- 
ed for their savings by the hook-

Same Legal Workers 


Mexico sends some workers 
the U. S. legally. They must go on 
formal 
contracts which provide 
they be paid the prevailing wage.

enough to weed put appli- 
cants whose training has not 
been good enough to pre- 
pare them to drive safely. 
The written examination is 
replacing oral questions as a 
check on knowledge of high- 
way law, greater 
care is 


taken 
to 
detect physical 


handicaps which would in- 
terfere with 
driving, 
and 


road tests determine not 
merely whether the 
appli- 


cant has mastered the me- 
chanics of operating an au- 
tomobile but also whether he 
knows what to do with the 
car under 
ordinary street 


and 
highway 
conditions. 


This kind of testing increas- 
es the number of failures 
among those seeking licen- 
ses, but those who obtain li- 
cense are better and safer 
drivers. 


This is a good start, but 


mostly it ends there. On'e a 
person obtains his first li- 
cense he usually is set for 
life, unless he gets into seri- 
ous trouble with 
police or 


' moves to another state which 
may require him to take the 
tests again. The license hold- 
er has to begin as a'reason- 
ably good driver, but there is 
nothing to assure that he will 
stay that way. A person who 
passes the initial tests with 
a perfect score may, with- 
in two or three years, join 
the class of the worst drivers 
on the road. 


Sooner or later it will: be 


found necessary to require 
all drivers to take periodic 
tests sufficiently, rigid- to 
disclose whether they have 
kept informed on the . law, 
still are physically able to 
handle their cars properly, 
and have retained sound and 
:safe driving habits. 
Strict 


initial testing and periodic 
"checking thereafter 
might 


prevent many of the human 
-errors which are the pri- 
mary cause of traffic acci- 
dents.

HOW COMMUNISTS LIVE 


The Communists, past arid 


present, testifying at Wash- 
ington have at least shown 
what it means to be a Com- 
munist. Above all else, it 
means a puppetlike 
obedi- 


ence, without 
questioning 


and with instant compliance. 
With this goes a strange-, use 
of language, the so-called 
t'Aesopic" 
interpretation 


brought out in the trial of 
the eleven Communists con 
victed in Judge Medina's 
court. By this a word might 
mean its absolute opposite, 
it might mean literally what 
is said, or part of it might 
have a special .interpre,ta- 
tion. Ordinay language for a 
Communist is practicaUy • -a 
code, so complicated that its 
users seem' often to have' be- 
come confused.

thoughts about the effects of 
some of the pension systems 
which have lately been es- 
tablished. In many instances 
the pension promised at the 
end of working yeara de- 
pends on continuous em- 
ployment with the same con- 
cern; a worker who leaves 
his job also leaves his pen- 
sion credits behind him, and 
must start over 
when 
he 


goes to work for a different 
employer. This is particular 
ly characteristic of the so- 
called non-contributory sys- 
tem, in which the ' worker 
makes no direct contribution 
to the support of. the sys- 
tem. 


For a long time workers 


in general have wanted 
a 


higher degree of job secur- 
ity, against loss of a job 
through circumstances com- 
pletely beyond the worker's 
control. 
Various kinds of 


merit and seniority systems 
have been set up to provide 
this sense of security in a 
job. The effect of many of 
these 'pension systems is to 
bind the worker more close- 
ly to his job, and that,in a 
sense is job security. But it 
is a different kind of bond, 
one which tends to hold the 
worker to his job whether he 
likes it or not. Workers have 
been trying to get away from 
that kind of bond ever since 
the days when the son of a 
cobbler was destined to be 
cobbler throughout his life

freedom to chose. his job,, 
and to change it if he wishes. 


It is not easy to reconcile 


job security, old age secur- 
ity and individual freedom 
of action.

For centuries France 
has held either the first or 
second place in Europe, and 
all estimates of the-military 
situation took her into ac- 
count. 


Because of this the quick 


collapse of the F r-e n c h 
army in 1940 
amazed the 


world.- It soon appeared that 
almost every possible weak- 
ness underlay the defeat. At 
the top were incomparable 
generalship and failure to 
keep the armed forces prop- 
erly supplied. Behind the 
front was what had a start- 
ling resemblance to the dry 
rot that ensues the devasta- 
tions of termites. At a touch 
the whole national structure 
collapsed. 


The 
struggle of Gen. 


Charles De Gaulle and his 
helpers of the underground 
raised the foreign 
estimate 


of the French. Clearly there 
was still good in them. Now 
the wrangles of the politi- 
cians, overturning one min- 
istry after another, have re- 
newed doubts. It is.also dis- 
concerting 
to 
learn that 


France, the home of great 
armies 
and 
the 
original 


adopter of the draft, cannot 
raise more than a dozen or 
fifteen divisions, and has all 
her energies absorbed in the 
attempt to put down the In- 
dochinese rebels. 


Is France finished as a 
great nation, or as a nation 
of any kind? Probably not, 
and her recent move in the 
direction 
of 
co-operating 


with Germany gives hope 
for her renewal of life; but 
it is apparent that in 1940 
she suffered 
a knock-out 


blow which for a long time 
left her stunned. She is not 
yet 'fully awake. • 


Knowledge in itself does 


not make people wise. 
It 


provides tools for those al- 


ready wise, and merely en- 
ables the others to talk more 
glibly. 


The difference betwen a 


democracy a'nd 'a dictator- 
ship is that in a democracy 
it doesn't take so long to 
catch up with^a dictator.

The Corsicana and Navarro coun- 


ty overall labor picture continued 
to hold a fairly level keel during 
the month of May, despite the fact 
that agricultural activity was held 
to a inlnlmum due to spring rains 
and late planting season, W. B. 
Reedy, local Texas Employment 
Commission director, reported to- 
day.Toward tho end of the report 
period, May 25, Reedy said, much 
cotton still was to be planted 
and other crops also were lag- 
ffing. 
Most sections, 
however, 


found a sufficient number of 
dry days to plant the county's 
major crop, and at the end of 
the month small cotton plants 
wero peeking through the soil. 
The late planting season, he ad- 


ded, will delay the chopping per- 
iod and peak chopping hours are 
not erpected until mid-June. 


Concerning the 
labor 
picture 


outlook, Reedy said: 
"Despite the possible starting of 
several 
large-scale 
construction 


projects, slated to start In early 
summer, the prospects for a not- 
iceablfi drop In unemployment is 
not too bright. School and college 
terms ending by June 1 will re- 
lease hundreds of graduates and 
ftudents who will go into the job 
market, and many for the first 
time. 
"Add these to the normal num- 


ber who are steadily employed ex- 
cept for agriculture and other sea- 
sonal jobs,, and a sizeable number 
could be reached even though the 
total number of gainfully employ- 
ed remained at a high level. 
"Where are the jobs located? 
This will be the question asked 
.by many college and high school 
firaduates this year, 'as they find 
the Job market somewhat

"The recent figures released by

"While it Is true that mechan- 
ized farming has released him-, 
dreds of persons for other jobs, 
the other jobs were not available 
locally, and the population mov- 
ed on to other locations. 
"This same thing can happen to

Reedy' said that for the first 


time in many months, manufac- 
turing and processing activity sag- 
ged somewhat under the high level 
maintained for the past three and 
a half years, although no drastic 
cuts were made in any line dur- 
ing May. 
At the same time, he added, the

Nothing throws us off the beam 


of our thinking more effectively 
and shakes our faith more funda- 
mentally than to observe the suf- 
fering of the righteous. 
We can 


understand why a wicked man 
suffers. 
He is probably only get- 
ting what is coming to him. But 
what of the righteous? Why should 
they have to suffer? 


We encounter this question aris- 
ing in men's minds far back in 
antiquity. 
The Greeks wondered 
and questioned. So did the He- 
brews. 
Fortunately, one of the 
Hebrew prophets, Habakkuk, set 
himself to answer this question, 
and part of what he had to say 
on 
this matter 
constitutes 
the 
Sunday 
school lesson 
for 
this 
week. 


A Terrified Nation. 


Talk about the modern concern 


over the dreadful possibilities in 
the H-bomb! The Babylonian con- 
querors were about the toughest 
lot 
of organized 
ruffians 
with 


which the world has ever had to 


overcomes the world. 
Habakkuk 
saw evil victorious for a time; but, 
by faith, he also saw God work- 
ing out His purposes In the long- 
er stretch of time. 


Thus Habakkuk ' arrived at this 
conclusion as he lingered in what 
he called his watch tower, his 
place • of prayer. 
These convic- 
tions came to him as he thought 
deeply and prayed earnestly. 


So here is the scene all set, and 
into it we are Invited to place the 
factors of modern life. First we 
observe that illumination came to 
this ancient prophet as the result 
of prayer. 
The suggestion to us 
is that If we would solve the 
pressing problems of our time, we 
talk about these problems less and 
pray over them .more, stop listen- 
ing for a while to what man has 
to say about these things and 
start listening intently to what 
'God has to say about them.
